Thou writeſt to thoſeamong us whom thou calls precz- 
ous Saints, zad fons of Zion, thou at preſent bewitched, and beguiled 
by the old Serpent, as was Eve : which is confalion;for the Apoltles 
ſay of themſelves, while bewitched and beguiled as Eve, that they 
were Children of Wrath evenas others; (mark that ) even as 0 
thers;then not at that rime precious Saints, nur ſo18 of Zion. Then 
thou ſpendeſt many words to repreient the-convidtions of conſcience 
in the ®«.tkers, to be thoſe ſtingings of the Locuſts and Scorpions ſpo-- 
ken of, in Revelations gth. which conviions thou (ayeſt, hath 
me men leave their fins, as cheating, uncleznne(s,v.4in faſhions of the 
world, ranting principles, &c, All which convictions and forfaking 
thoſe and other tins, thou calls the work of Antichriſts ſprrit; and of 
the Locuſts, exc, contrary to the Scripture, which faich the con- 
victions of {i1 in the men of the world, are by the ſpirit, evenin 
ſuch as believe not in Chiiit; Ezek, 18. 27; Ads 26, 15, Fob 16. 
As 2.35. where it's ſaid, They were pricked in their earts ; Com 
pared with Ads 7. 54-and Ads 5, 33. where this piraſe is uſed, 
They were cut to the beart ;- aad theſe -were wicked men, and after 
this - 
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chis continned ſo; and yet theſe ſtrokes, prickings, and cnt« 
tings came from the Spirit of God, and not from the Devils: 
And Locuſts, ( which manifeſts thy faſſe Dodrine and Blaſphe- 
my ) for this is near the Sin unto Death, to call the Convictions 
of the Spirit of God (by which men are turned from the evil 
of their wayes ) the work of Sathan; and thy confulion ap- 
pears, in ſaying thoſe precious Saints, &c. were bewitched, and 
ſtung with thoſe Scorpions, Revel. g. when as at the gqth verſe 
| which thou haft left out ) it's faid , it was commanded 
them, that they ſhould not burt any green thing, bat only thoſe men 
which have not the Seal of God in therr foreheads, which ſeal of God 
at the 26 Page of thy book, thou ſeem'(t to call Gods eleftion of the 
perſons of bis ſhzep, and ſo could not be ſtung, inthe Scripture 
ſence, in that place : Behides, at the 2oth Verſe, it's ſaid, the reſt 
of the men which were not kylled by theſe Plagues, repented not, but 
worſhipped Devils, and Idols of gold and ſilver, neither repented of 
their murthers and thefts, &c. verſe 21. which makes it manifeſt; 
that thoſe which were itung were not precious Saints; as thou 
(peakeſt, neither ſuch as forſook their wickedneſs by cheir ſting- 
ing, as thou confeſſeſt the Quakers have done outwardly ; And 
therefore they were not Quakers. 

Pag.12. Thou fayeſt, thou haſt written theſe things for the ſake of 
the Eleft amongſt us, who cannot ſin unto deaib ; and to thoſe wha 
are born of God &c, and yet at page the 6. telPſt us, they are flung 
with Scorpions, and are at preſent bewitched, and under the dreadful 
Fudgments of God : what confulton is this ? Ele, and yer decei- 
ved; born of God, and yet bewitched; precious ſons of Zion, 
and ftung with thoſe Scorpions that had only power to hurt thoſe 
men who have not the Seal of God in their foreheads ; is 

_ this pronouncing Shibboleth aright ? or art thou an Ephra- 
mite ? 

Pag. 25+ 26. Thou (peakeſt of the Broad wayes to bell, when as 
Its written, Mat. 7. 13. Broad # the way, ( not wayes) which diſ- 
covers thy ignorance of the two ſpirits, that are contrary one to 
the other, after whom all men walk; che good ſpirit leading to 
Life, the evil ſpirit to Neſtruttion. Then thou calls to us, zo 
look, abrnt zes,, and yet tells us, the Light in us is not ſufficient, 
th.ugh followed and obeyed, Thou ſpeaks again, (as before) of 
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many precious ſons and FER. of &t that are corrmpted #1 mind, 
and in pradiice perverted, and from their iniquity not purged, &c, if 
theſe be Saints, who are Sinners ? what in unbelief, and yet chil- 
dren of God ? how then faith the Scripture, Te are all the children 
of G:d by faith in Chriſt Feſas. Galat. 3. 26. 

Pag 36. Thou ſayeſt, that which we have obtained ( ſpeaking of 
thy (elf ) of Chriſt formed in us, the Hipe of Glory, is that which 
wm tkes us own the man Chriſt Feſus in the heavens, or foundation ſtong 
in Zion, on whom we have believed, 

An(w, Thou keepeſt not to the formof ſound words, having 
many phraſes through thy book not uſed in Scripture, as Incar- 
nation, and Anchored on Chriſts fleſh, 8c, contrary to the Apo- 
ſtles exhortation, to hold faſt the form of ſound words ; * ſaying, 
if any man teach otherwiſe, and conſent nat to whol. 
ſome words, even the words of our Lord Feſus Chriſt, Ln I. 13. 
be is proud, knowing nothing, &c. And it's not ſaid * © 6 30 te 
in Sci ipture, that which we have obtained of Chriſt formed in us, 
as thou ſayeſt ; Gal. 4. 19. but Chriſft formed in w ; for Chriſt is 
not divided, neither is a piece of Chrift ſaid to be formed in us ; 
but Chrift, as it's written, &c. And formed implies a pe! feCt 
thing, not apiece, neither is it (aid, that which we have obtaine{| 
of Chriſt, formed in us, is the hope of Glory, But Chriſt in the 
Saints is called the hope of Glory, Again, thou (ayeſt, it mikes ye 
own the man Chriſt; which hath feet and hands ( as thou ſpeakeſt in 
thy book ) in heaven, as your foundation ſtone in Zim ; ( wiat con» 
fuſion 18 this ? ) for thou calleſt Zion the ſons and daughters of 
God ; and is the man Chrilt which hath hands and feet in heaven, 
and alſo in men and women on earth? This is like the Do&rine of 
Tranſubſtantiation, (viz. ) that the real, fleſhly bady, with bands and 
feet, #4 in many places at once; as thou layeſt, in the heavens, and in 
Zion, which is menand women upon earth Ard again, this Doc- 
trineis contrary to the Apoſtles, Col. 1, 27. 28, 29. by which ic 
1s maniteſt, that that Chriſt, and not anther, which is ſad tobe 
in the Saints; 1s bath the hope of their Glory, and him whom 
the Apoſtles preached for falvation unto others; that in this 
Chriſt Feſus they might preſent every man perfet; Aud at the 29th 
verſe, the Apoſtle calls the working in him, his working ; and did * 
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nct preach one Chriſt with hands and feet in the heavens, to fave

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'them, as their foundation, and another Chriſt formedin them, to 
be their hope of glory. But one Faith, one Baptiſme, and one Lord 
Feſus Chriſt, 

Page 39. Thou fayeſt the Comforter convenceth of Righteouſneſſe, 
becauſe Chriſt, Gd manifeſt in the fleſh is gone tothe Father ; wpon 
which depends onr righteouſneſs, &c. 

Anſw. Doth our Righteouſnel(s depend upon tits going from us 2 
; why ſaiththe Scripture then, I bring neer my Righte- 
' Efay 50 8. guſneſs, Eſay 46. 13- * But thou (ayeſt it depends 
upon its going away. And, astothoſe words of Chriſt, Þhz.16.9, 
10. unto which thou refers for proof; it is manifeſt, by what is 
ſpoken in-the verſes before, that Chriſt had been ftrengthning his 
Diſciples, both againſt che hard ulage they were like to meer 

withall from che world; and alſo againſt his Death and 
Poze 39.  fleſhly departure, (the which they were (o far from be. 
lieving a necellity of, that the very hearing of it trou- 
bled chem at the heart, ) and that becauſe of theadvantage that 
would come both to themlelives, and unto the world; to them- 
ſeives, it was expedient that Chriſt ſhould go away, becauſe 
otherwiſe the Comforter would not come unto them. And as to the

And the ſame (pirit ſhall convince the world of Righteouſe 
ne(s, that the world might not only be convinced of fin, but live 
and walk in Righteouſnels ; and not only (o, but of the Righte- 
oufneſs of Chriſt, (viz.) That he was a man approved of God 
both in word and deed; becauſe he went to the Father, and the 
Diſciples ſee him no more in that appearance; for he had (aid be- 
foie, Job.14. 19, To them yet a little while, and the world ſeeth me no 
more, but ye ſee me; And here he faith to them, And ye ſee me no more z 
i1timating, that that flethly appearance which the world ſaw, the 
Saints ſhould ſee no more. And yet he faith, becauſe I Izve, ( not 
becauſe dye, and go away ) ye ſhall lzve alſo, And at that day (when 
ve live by my life ) ye ſhall know that I am in my Father , and youſin 
me, and T in jou; verſethe 26, And the ſame (pirit convinceth 
the world of Judgment, in that Chriſt doth not only Judge _ 
wor

toftrikeatche root; but what isall this to prove that the Saints 
righteouſneſs depends upon that which is gone away, and they 
ſeeno more ? # ( the which, while with them, is ,, 
called a Vail, and is ſaid not to profit them; ,) be- yon 's, 5. 
fides, thy Afertion is contrary to the Scripture, ;

in bim, &c. And again, 1 Fohn 5. 11, 12. he which bath the Son 
bath life, and be-which bath not the Son, ( but makes his righteoul- 
neſsto depend upon that which is gone, and to beſeenno more ) 
bath not life.But I{ayto thee,asChriſt (aid to hisDiſciples on the like 
occaſion;Iob, 16.12.viz, Thou canſt not bear theſe things now;but muſt 
yet be redeemed through that judginent web thou ſcoffeſt at in the 
Quakers, or dye a ſtrangerin Iſrael ; for thou art yet too wiſe, and 
prudent, and therefore theſe thing are hid from thy eyes, but re. 
ealed to Babes, bleſſed be the Lord for ever, 

Page 41. 42, 43- Thoulſayelt, the Rahers preach up alight in all 
natural men ; and this Light, thou fayelt, is in a greater meaſure in 
the Devils and Damned in bell, who go beyond the Duakers ; and yet 


wathe ſamePage confeſſeth, that Teſws, the Word, which was in the . 


beginning, is thetrue Light, which lighteth every man that cometh into 
the world, enduing them with the light of the living ; and fayeſt far- 
ther, happy they, who -berein, wn Chriſts light, ſee light, and know the 
worth of it  .chele be thy words. 

Anſwer. Which being put together, ſpeaks forth this Blaſphe= 
my and Confuſion z ( 27s, ) that the ligke of theliving is in the 
Devils and Damnedin hell, in a greater meaſure than in the Qua» 
kers, or all natural men. Secondly, The Light of the livings 
which makes thoſe happy whoin it (ee light, &c. chis light allo 
thou ſayeſt is in the Devils, and Damned in hell, and that in a 

reater meaſure than either in the Quakers, or natural men, 
as aforeſaid. oe Thou confeſſett Jeſus to be this very 
light, that lighteth all natural men, and yet faycſt it isin agreat= 
er meaſure in the Devils and Damned in hell, as aforelaid, my 
very ſoul could weep over thy Igaorance ( if not wilfulneſs) in 
this matter; for this thy Blaſphemy exceeds that of the Jews, 
\& who 
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who ſaid Chriſt was 4 "5.77 had 2 Devil ; but thou ſayeſt 
(ineffe&) the Devil hath "Chriſt, or Chriſt is in the Devil; Oh 
horrible blaſphemy 1 Take heed Franci, of the fin unto death; 
and thy confuſion appears in that , thou thy ſelf calls this light a 
talent, how then can the Devil and damned have it in them in hell? 
ſeeing it was (aid, take it from the unprofitable ſervant , and caſt 
him into utcer darkneſs; except men that were evil on Earth are 
become profitable, having-grace in Hell : Again, how can the 
' Pamned be ſaid to have this Light of the Living, and yet be in ne. 
cer darl.neſs? or can it be {aid, that wicked men have that given 
them again in Hefl, which chrough diſobedience was take'; from 
them on Ea-th ? and how can the Devil (who is-called darkneſs ) 
be ſaid to have the Light of the living in him ? and that in a grea«. 
ter meaſure then the Q 1akers, and all natural men; beſides the 
appearing of the Light ot Chriſt is the appearing of the Grace of 
Chrift, which is aid,to bring Salvation, andis this in the Devil ? 
or are they happy which follow and believe in that which is 
in the Devils ? ſeeing thou ſayeſt happy they who follow 
It, &c, 

"Thon fayeſt, this Light of the World breaths into every man a 
living Soul, and thus lighteth he every man, &c. 

Anſw, It is ſaid, God Created all things having life and out; 
if ſo, then'thou ſeemeſt to make every thing to Þe lighted with 
this Light of Chriſt; and when it's (aid the Candle of the wicked 
is put out, and they in darkneſs, have they then no ſoules? And 
thou ſayeit again, he ſometimes withdrawes from men (indued 
with living Soules, &c. ) the Reaſon and underſtanding which he 
hath given them; making this to be the light, putting no differ- 
eice between the light of Chriſt, and the Sonl, and the Reaſon, 
and underſtanding of a man, azif men could be happy by follow- 
ing cher Souls, or thoſe that have littie or no realon or n1der- 
ſtanding, have little or no ſouls, what confujlton is this ? for if the 
erue Light of Chriſt be reaſon and underſtanding, it mrſt be either 
clean and pure, or corrupt and defiled; it pure and cleaq, is there 
any pure and cleanthing in the Devil? ſeeing he is called an aun-

chou ſayelt the Damned havea greater meaſure , and yet blaſpheme ; 
and the Gentiles that have leſs obey thereby ; but what nature was 
this in the Gentiles? was it that by which they were Children of 
Wrath,or that Divine nature the Apoſtle ſpeaks of? oris there a third? 
ſeeing the carnal is not ſubje& to the Law of God, neither indeed can 
be? and doth not that which excuſeth in the Gentiles, acquit them 2? 
and doth not that which acquits or- diſcharges them, jvſtifie them > 
and doth not that which juſtifies, ſave? or is thereone to juſtifie, and 
another to ſave? and is this in the Devils and Damned in Hell > thou 
fayeſt thou owns, Rom, 1,18, 19. by which it is manifeſt , That the 
wrath of God us revealed from Heaven againſt all ungodlineſs of men, be- 
canſe (mark that ) as the Reaſon.) that which may be known of God, is 
manifeſt in them, for God bath ſhewedit unto them, From whence it ap- 
pears, that mens unfaithfulneſs unto what is ſhewedin them, is the 
cauſe of Gods wrath being powred out upon them : but what is this 
to prove thy Afertion; (v1z.) That, that which may be known of 
God is manifeſtin the Devil and Damned in Hell, and that in a greater 
meaſure thei either in the Q»akers, or in all natural men ; is nor this 
wrelting the Scripture ? bur as if thy Conſcience condemned thee,for 
-what thon hadit ſpoken. Thou ſayelt, Thou judzeſt it unreaſonable that 
than ſpouldeſt be judged, as ſpeaking againſt this Light which lighteth every 
man, &c, And yet ſayeſt it is in the Devils and Damned in Hell, (as a- 
forelaid) yes, God, Angels, and men will judge thee, for ſaying tlis 
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Light is no better, nor greater Ls isin Chriſt, or that every man is 
lighted withal) then what is in the Devil, &c. - And how canſt thou 
ſpeak more againſt a thing, and to irs diſparagement ? then to ſay, its 
no better then is in the Devil and damned in Hell; isnot this a worſe 
thing then. to call hima friend to Publicans and finners ?. for thou ſpea- 
keſt as if he-was a Companion for Devils ; elſe how can: the- Devil have 
that.in him which makes thoſe happy which believe init,and know the 
worth of ic, and yet thou ſayeſt, thou denyeſt this Light to be the Light 
of: Life, though but juſt before thou called ir, the Light of the Living ; 
and thoſe happy. who herein in Chriſts Light ſpe Lighe; whatis ic 
Chrifts. light and not the lifes light? or, 1s Chriſt and the Life two 
things ?. ſeeing he faith of himſelf, I am the Life; and what differ- 
euce is there between the lifes Light, and the Light of Life ? as much 
as between Pauls Epiſtles, and the Epiſtles of Paxl; and now let this 
lighrin chy Conſcience ſpeak , andit will tel} thee thou art deſerved- 
Iy judged, but thou confeſſeth to the light yyithin , as the Devil did 
to Chriſt without, only for fear of.its torment; becauſe (I perceive) 
thou hait been ſtunge by it; and tell me (if thou-canſt) where Chriſt 
calls himſelf the light of the Devil and damned in Hell, as he doth call 
himſelf the Light of the World ; ſeeing thou fayeſt his light is in a 
greater meaſurein the Devil, then in the World, or all natural men 
for though it be wiitten , He /ighteth every man that cometh into the 
World; yetit is no where ſaid in the-Record of Truth, that Chit 
lightech the Devil and damned in Hell; (as thou-mcſt; wickedly ſig- 
geſts ) Thou ſayeſt, the Orakers blaſpbeme mm calling this Light Chriſt, and 
an applying that toit which in Scripture is applyed to Feſus the Son of God, 
Anſwer, in page 41: thou calleft Jeſus the Son of God the Light of 
the World.? and ſayeſ, thou believeſt he is the true Lighe, thatlighe. 
eth every man, &c. (mark) he is the true- Light, ) Anad- in page 42, 
ehou calls it:Chrifts Light, an1the light of the Living, and thoſe hap- 
Py. that believeinit, aud know.it, &c, and doth not Happyneſs and 
Salvation (ignifie one, and the ſame? and is not all this applyed to 
Jelus the Son of God in the Scriptures, (© that (like the unprofitable 
ſervant chat hid his talent ) out of thy own mouth thou art: judged; but 
thou wouldeft makeall chat thou haſt ſpoken concerning the Light, 
only to ſhew what it is, what it can do, what it is not, and what ic 
cannot do. 

Page. 43. Firſt, whatit is, thou ſayeſt, 3t is the Light of Chriſt, as 
be being tbe zrus light, and the light of the Living, and thoſe are happy that 
' ; believe 
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bilieve in it, &c, and thou Go lth It is the Soul, Reaſon, underſftan- 
ding, Conſcience, and that which may be known of God ; all this thou ſay 
eſt the light is,as is ſhewed before. 

Secondly, What the light can do, and that is: no more then that can 
do which is in the Devil and damnedin Hell; and yet thou ſayeft, it can 
accuſe for evil, and excuſe for good, and inable a man to do things contained 
inthe Law; (and its ſaid the doers of the. Law ſhall be juſtified) and 
thou ſayeſt, it can recover, and reſtore a man that is fallen from God, (as 
Nebuchadnezzar was ) and to praiſe and bleſs God for bis Righteous 

ndgements. 

Thirdly, What the Light is not, which thou ſayeſt; I: is not the 
light of life, neither is that to be applyed to it,which is applyzed to Chriſt the 
Son of God : And yet thou calls it the light of the Living , and them 
happy that follow it, &c. and faith that Chriſt is the true Light (not 
only of Saints but) of the World, 

Fourthly, What the light cannot do, and that is, it cannot ſave, (as 
thou ſayeſt) and yet ſuch is thy confuſion, that rhou not only giveſt an 
inſtance in particular; in that it ſaved and. reftored Nebuchadnezzar, 
bar alſo in general as the Gentiles that obeyed ir, audallothers who 
knew the worth of it, and believed in it, 

Aſter this thou fayeſt, Had yee been taught of God , you .might bave 
diſcerned eaſily from what follows immediately after Chrifts Teſtimony, 
touching the true Light, &rc. (viz, ) be was in.the World, andthe World 
knew him not ; nay, not the Fewes that were in covenant with him, neither 
of them would receive bim, none received him, but thoſe only who were born 
of God, who believed in his name, &-c, theſe were made partakers of that 
life which # the light of men, which is eternal, 

Anſw. Let the wiſe Judgeif this be ſoundarguing, that. becauſe the 
world and unbelieving Fewes believed not in the Light, therefore the 
Light was not able to fave them ; which Argument is as ronge againſt 
the ſufficiency of Chriſt himſelf, as againſt his light, for he bimſelf was 
inthe world, and came to his own (the Fewes) but they received him 
nor, or believed not on him ; and therefore by thy Argument Chriſt 
himſelf was not able to ſave them; for we never ſaid that Chriſt (a- 
ved any, but thoſe that followed him, and do not they follow him, 
who believe. in him, and ſuch have the light of life, (as its written 
Fohn $, 12.) and thus mayeſt thou ſee. what confuſion thou runeſt in« 
to by ſtriving againſt the true Light, by which only man comes truly to 
believe in the lite, from whence it comes; heace was it ſaid, In hins

His Queſtion, Whether all men, and murtherers, and the ſeed 0 
Cain, have this eternal life abideng in them 2 and how then they can be 
ſail to be dead in Treſpaſſes and ſins, &c, * +, - 

Anſwer, Thou haſt already {ſpoken more in the affirmative, thanT 
dare do, by what thou haft oy affirmed tobe in the Devils, and 
Datnned in Hell; yet they chat areſpiricual, that can underftand what 
I ay, ſure may find by experience, that when the wrathful,/murder. 
ing nature is'up in themſelves, then the true hghe is darkned, and is 
not aid to abide in them ar that'time ; and in this ſence it is ſaid, he 
that abidethin Chriſt, ſfinneth not (viz.) in his life, light, and power ; 
for be that committeth fin is of the Devil ; viz; all fin ſprings from his 
ſeed and ſuggeſtions ; and therefore he that loveth not bis brother, abi- 
deth in death; and be that hateth bis brother is a- murtherer, x John. 14. 
15. And this by expertence the Saints knew, that no murtherer hath 
eternal life abiding in him ; and yer thou wile ſay, that this batred, ſome. 

' time a Saint may fall into, and a David may be guilty of murther , and 
yet thou thy ſelf believes eternal life was not wholly taken from him ; 
and men may be ſaid to be dead in treſpaſſes and fins, even while they bave 
ſomething in them, reproving of them; and God my ſpeak twice, and thrice, 
though they regard it not ;, fO'they are faid to be dead in treſpafſes and 
fins, while fin reigneth over them, figured by Saul, who, when the 
Good Spirit was upon him, brought forth Goodneſs, but when the 
evil ſpirit was upon him, he broughtforth evil : Andin this ſence the 
unprofitable ſervant was ſaid both tohave, and not to have the Ta- 
lent; as it is written, Mark 4. 25, And bethat hath not, from bim ſhall 
be taken even that which he hath, 

Pag. 45. Thou ſpeakeſt of the Quakers, and others, not being =— 
ſed aright for Chriſt, &c. the want of which, cauſeth them to trample under
